Mr  Hoffman  has  pointed 
out  that  this  would  make  European 
oompetuion  more  effective  on  the 
world  market,  Increase  European  ex- 
poru  to  America,  and  thus  reduce  the 
present  dollar  shortage.  Desirable  as 
the  lifting  of  exchange  barrleri  might 
be,  however,  It  would  not  to  Itself 
create  a single  European  market 
capable  of  supporting  mass-produc- 
tion industries,  nor  would  lu  effect  on 
the  totemalional  balance  of  payments 
be  fait  to  the  near  future. 

Mr.  Hoffman  ha*  before  him  the 
example  of  the  United  SUte*.  where 
low-coet  mas*  production  was  made 
possible  by  the  magnitude  of  the  In- 
ternal market.  Bren  If  limited  to 
countries  to  the  O.E.E.C.,  a European 
mass  market  would  comprise  270,000,- 
000  consumers  whose  purchasing 
power,  although  not  equal  to  that  of 
140.000,000  Americans,  would  be  con- 
siderable.

The  reader  who  tnqulrea  if  *'You 
can't  eat  your  cake  and  have  it  too** 
started  as  "You  cannot  sell  the  cow 
and  sup  the  milk,**  brings  up  an- 
other old  proverb  that  la  less  fa- 
miliar than  the  one  about  eating 
your  cake,  but  certainly  no  leas  In- 
teresting. 

"Vott  (mnhot  sell  the  eow  and 
sup  the  milk"  U a Bcottlsh  adage 
which  Thomas  Fuller,  the  EngUsh 
doctor  who  mads  a hobby  of  col- 
lecting proverbs,  softened  Into  Tf 
you  sell  the  eow  you  sell  her  milk 
loo.**  Fuller's  "Adages  and  Proverbs** 
was  published  a decade  or  ro  after 
James  Kelly's  "Complete  CoUecUon 
of  Scottish  Proverbs,**  which  made 
its  appearancs  in  1731,  and  it  is  In 
Kelly  that  one  finds  the  saying  tn 
the  mors  picturreque.  unwatered 
Scottish  tongue.  *nfou  emnnot  sell 
the  cow  and  sup  the  milk  " 

It  happens  that  the  precedence 
of  these  eld  sarings  is  tn  reverse 
of  what  might  be  expected.  TTie 
better  known  and  today  more  fre- 
quently used  ‘nfou  can't  have  your 
cake  and  eat  It  too,*'  Is  not  • later 
version  of  the  SentUsh  proverb  but 
K itlll  older  one! 

Perhaps  (he  best  known  literary 
one  Is  In  Swift's  dialogue 
'onverxatlons" — "She  was 
handsome  In  her  time,  but  she  can- 
not eat  her  cske  and  have  her  cake!** 
And  an  even  closer  approximation 
to  the  modern  form  gore  beck  lo 
1611  and  Davies’  "Scourge  Folly," 
where  one  finds:  "A  man  cannot  eat 
his  cake  and  have  it  stfU.**  Rut  this 
is  sttn  far  from  the  saying's  start, 
for  H U among  the  common  maxtmv 
already  in  use  when  Reyvood  pub- 
lished hU  "Proverbs"  In  1546  Here 
Is  "Master"  Heywnod’s  “version" 
of  U:
